certificates. 
The gold basis simply 
means that the working man will 
get fewer silver dollars than he is 
now getting for the same work. 
If 
gold is the sole standard, forcing 
gold up forces wages down. 
The 
people who are talking about pay ­ 
ing wages in gold dollars know they 


many lawy ers throughout the coun­ 
try , especially in the west, who pre­ 
tend to be horrified over what they 
term the denunciation of the su­ 
preme court in the democratic plat­ 
form.

ature averaging from 4 to 
7 
de­ 
grees above the the normal in the 
northern and from 7 ^o 9 degrees 
above in the central and southern 
sections. 
Except in the northern 
counties the temperature, at nearly 
all stations, reached 90 degrees or 
above on every day of the week, and 
and on several dates temperatures 
of 95 degrees and over were quite 
general. 
Across the extreme north­ 
ern portion of the state the rainfall 
for the week ranged from i to 3 
inches, 
but elsewhere it was Gen­ 
erally less than . 50 inch, and over 
considerable areas there was none. 
T he rains in the extreme northern 
counties have still further retarded 
haying and the securing of wheat 
and oats and have caused consid­ 
erable further loss of those crops. 
Much damage to grain 
and 
hay 
stacks and to corn and apples by 
high winds is also reported from 
the northern and a few of the east- 
counties. 
In 
other 
sections 
has generally progressed fa­ 
vorably and haying is now practi­ 
cally finished. 
In most counties corn continues 
to make 
good 
progress 
and the 
earliest is maturing rapidly, but in 
nearly all of the central, western 
and southern counties the crop is 
in need of lain. 
In a number of 
the southw^estern and a few of the 
southeastern counties the drouth is 
becoming severe, and corn is being 
seriou^iy injured, especially the late 
plantea, and some correspondents 
report that it will not make more 
than half a crop. 
Gardens, late
